. Camp Geo. II. Thomas, 

Chickamauga Park, Lytle, Ga., 
August, 3rd, 1898. 
Dear Mr. Bowler:— 

I will -write you from Camp 
Thomas to-night. It is raining 
here and tho boys in blue are hud¬ 
dled in the Sibley tents only a few 
of them staying in their little shel¬ 
ter tents during a rain storm. We 
have board floors in our large tents 
now. We know how to appreciate 
them I tell you. Saturday, July 
30, Private Braun of Co. F. died of 
typhoid fever. This .is tho first 
man to die in my company. The 
boys ail feel badly. Brann was 
buried Monday afternoon in the 
National cemetery at Chattanooga, 
a squad of the boys going down to 
pay their farewell tribute to a dead 
comrade. This is a beautiful ceme¬ 
tery and the government takes 
splendid care of it. After they 
fired a volley over the grave, the 
boys returned to camp. There 
are a few cases of typhoid in the 
regiment at present writing. 

We have a brigado range for rifle 
practice. The range is situated 
seven miles from camp in the 
direction of Chattanooga, nearly at 
tho foot of Lookout mountain. 
Thursday the third battalion under 
Major Peterson, marched out to 
the range and stayed four days. 
We all enjoyed the trip, camping 
in a little valley between tho hills, 
good water and farm produce com¬ 
ing as a treat. On the road 
wo passed orchards loaded with 
peaches, pears, apples aud plums, 
watermelon patches abounded. 
It was quite a temtation to the boys 
but the officers were strict and no 
foraging was allowed. 

A number of the boys wished 
it were the Spanish territory we 
were marching through. Wo can 
buy nice peaches five for a niclcle. 
The Maine boys made a. very good 
record with the riilos, though some 
of the crack shots were not in 
gcrod condition to shoot. 

Tho boys discovered some distil¬ 
leries up In the mountains and 
some of them got liappy with 
plenty of “mooushine.” Limit (vn 
Morton managed to have a num¬ 
ber of the moonshiners captured. 
They woro tried on Sunday I think. 

I don’t know wliat sentence they 
received. There have been many 
different rumors going as to the 
destination of tho 1st Maine Regi¬ 
ment. The boys have been con¬ 
siderably stirred up about it, some 
thinking wo woro to return homo 
soon, but to-night we see by the 
papers that wo are going to Porto 
Rico. There is considerable bustle 
in camp to-night, the boys are 
enthusiastic about It. A change is 
welcomed by us all. We want to ' 
go soon enough to share in the 
honors of taking Porto Rico. 

I bad a fine trip to Missionary 
Ridge not long ago. I wish I had 
time to describo my trip. I will 
tell it to you some time if I come 
back. 

I visited Sheriff Barnes at High¬ 
land Park. He has the finest col¬ 
lection of Indian relics, relics of 
the mound builders and of the 
civil war outside of any Institu¬ 
tion. It was worth all the hard¬ 
ships I have passed through since 
I came south, just to pass a day 
among the relics. Well I must 
bring this to a close. If we go to 
Porto Rico I will write you a line 
;from there if yon wish.

How Farmer Jllandle It In North Dakota, 
Minnesota and Other Sections. 

The following interesting notes from 
correspondents concerning the wlieat 
crop occur in Rural New Yorker: 

I have found that the most satisfac¬ 
tory and economical way to harvest a 
wheat crop is to hitch four horses to a 
seven foot cut twine binder of some 
standard make and cut 18 or 20 acres a 
day. It has not displaced hand labor in 
this country, because hand labor was 
not in vogue when this country was 
opened up. We could not harvest a crop 
without the machine. We can’t get 
competent labor as it is. Th 6 machine 
only increases the capacity of ^ibor. We 
find the ’best way to stack wheat is in 
round stacks of about, seven loads each, 
but very little of it is done. When 
grain is stacked, we consider three 
weoks soon enough to go through the 
sweat. Most farmers sell the bulk of 
the crop when thrashed to pay expenses. 

I have usually held when I could, but 
the times have been rare that the price 
was moro in the spring than in the/fall. 
It is good policy to hold the crop back 
when the ruling prico is below 75 cents.

MAKING GLASS EYES, 


Some thrash from the shock, wiiich 
is the cheaper way, provided it is a dry 
season and a thrasher can be secured 
promptly; otherwise stack the grain 
and take no chances. Make round stacks 
with the lower part of the upper third 
projecting slightly, with the tops of thp 
bundles higher than tho butts, so that 
after settling tbero will bo no danger of 
rain following tho stalks into the stack. 
When properly constructed and settled, 
such stacks will remain dry six mouths. 
Grain properly stacked can be thrashed 
at tho convenience of the owner. An 
average of prices will.show that the best 
time to sell is immediately after har¬ 
vest, or when tho rush is over, unless 
thore is a mammoth crop, in which case 
it should be sold immediately after har¬ 
vest. The most important things to do 
are to bo prompt and thorough, taking 
no chances trying tosavoa nickel.—W. 
S. G-, Winona, Minn. 


Tho wheat should bo shocked in round 
shocks as soon -w cut. Set ten bundles 
securely on tho ground; then break 
down the butts of two more, crisscross 
them on tho shock, with tho heads to¬ 
ward the prevailing winds, and press 
down firmly. Wheat shocked in this 
way will shed more hard rain than any 
long shock I over saw. I prefer putting 
wheat in the barn or stacking to thrash 
to thrashing directly from tho field, 
think tho round stack preferable. I be¬

tho stack will settle evenly. If the stack 
is to stand any length of time, I top out 
with fresh cut swamp grass, beginning 
well down from the top, put on in lay¬ 
ers, each layer overlapping tho other. 
Then when tho first shower comes, 
takes a hand rako and with tho back, 
break down the butts all around, and the 
stack will never wet in if the work bo 
properly doue. I have seen stacks put 
up in tins way stand in excellent shape 
until December. Wo usually thrash as 
soon after harvest as convenient. I 
think I would sell as soon as I could 
get my wheat on the market.—A. N. 
N., Hedgesville, N. Y. 


The only implement we use in cut¬ 
ting wheat is oueof our modern binders, 
which will practically save all the 
grain if properly managed. One man 
to operate the machhiue with three 
horses, and another man to do the 
shocking, are all that are necessary to 
harvest 10 or 12 acres per day. If the 
weather is favorable, I usually com¬ 
mence stacking about ten days after 
cutting and put in ricks (two ricks in a 
set) with 20 foot foundations, which is 
a good size for convenience in stacking, 
thrashing and keeping. If I intend to 
sell tho crop at once, it must be thrashed

Tho 
three things I consider the most impor¬ 
tant in wheat harvest are, first, have 
the wheat ripe ; second, have tho binder 
in perfect running order; third, have 
good men to shock and stack, and if the 
weather is favc rable, the grain will be 
safely harvested.—O. A. M., Seba, Ind. 


ftlore of Them In Use Now Than Ever Be¬ 
fore. 

“The demand for artificial eyes, 

Raid the proprietor of a glass eye 
factory in New York to a writer re¬ 
cently, “was larger during the last 
two years than I have ever known 
it to be, and I have been engaged in 
tlie manufacture of the article in 
question for the past quarter of a 
century. Last year we sold 35.000 
artificial eyes, or an increase of 
7,000 over tho previous year. Prior 
to that our sales would not exceed 
20,000 annually. The recent demand 
indicates that moro people are w@ax-- 
ing glass eyes than formerly, and 
one of the chief reasons for this is 
that the false articles are sold cheap 
er and are made to resemble the 
natural organs more perfectly now 
than ever before. Hence the poor 
who are compelled to wear glass 
eyes have little difficulty in obtain¬ 
ing them, and rich people are less 
sensitive about wearing the artifi¬ 
cial pioduct when necessary. Ton 
years ago an ordinary glass eye cost 
irom $6 to §7, while those made to 
order with the pupil and the cornea 
carefully colored, sold anywhere 
from $12 to $50. Competition has 
cut these prices down, until now an 
ordinary eye sells for $5 and the 
finer grades are worth from $10 to 
$30, according to finish. i j.-. 

More gray eyes are manufactur-1 
ed than any other color, then comes 
the blue and next the brown eye. 

The call for black eyes is quite rare. 

They are only made to order and 
are seldom if ever kept in stock. 
Ophthalmia hospitals are the largest 
consumers of false eyes. These in¬ 
stitutions buy in quantities, and 
naturally obtain their supply at re¬ 
duced rates. They generally pur¬ 
chase the ready made eyes, which 
are used on poor patients who are 
not in a financial position to he fas¬ 
tidious either as to the quality or 
finish of the article. We have hun¬ 
dreds of customers scattered all over 
the country, for all of whom we 
keep duplicates, ready to ship when 
ordered. The best glass eyes do not 
lakt for more than a year, owing to 
the action of such moisture as the 
tear, the acids of which affect the 
enamel, roughen the edgos of the 
surface, and very often cause a pain¬ 
ful irritation of the eyelids 

The precess of manufacture is 
interesting. In its initial stage the 
eye is a long, slender stick of en¬ 
amel, made of perfectly transparent 
md fusible flint glass.- This is put 
into a crucible and exposed to great 
heat. Now tho glohemaker places 
tho enamel over a blowpipe supplied 
a j rj w hicli is pumped by a 
machine into a huge cylinder and 
stored under water pressure. Then 
under tho careful manipulation of 
the workman tho enamel tube is 
formed into an oblong globe, just 
the size and shape of the human 
eye. Next it passes into the coloring 
room, where a correct tint is ap” 
plied to the summit of the globe, 
and this is gently heated by a small 
flame and continuously rotated 
When it has assumed the correct 
form of the iris, more coloriip 
matter is added to represent the pu 
pil, and it is then covored by a thick 
layer of crystal to form the cornea 
This done, the eye is cooled and 
sent to the cutting room, where it 
is formed into a small hollow oval 
with irregular edges. These edgei

Treatment of Old Asparagus Beds. 

The treatment of asparagus in old 
beds is not well understood by all gar¬ 
deners. According to the Denver Field 
and Farm, the points are to remove 
from tho beds all female or seed hearing 
roots as soon as tho incipient berries ap¬ 
pear and to cut out all female or seed 
boaring stalks befoi’e tho seeds mature. 
These troublesome shoots grow largely, 
possibly not entirely from seeds dropped 
from the pretty but mischievous little 
red balls with which the foliage is dec¬ 
orated, and will in a great measure dis¬ 
appear- if no seed is allowed to ripon. 
In a bed over 80 years old it was not 
advisable to remove these seed bearing 
roots, as the process would disturb aud 
greatly injure the romaiuiug roots, so 
the seed stalks were cut every year, no 
seeds being allowed to maturo. The little 
shoots are no longer troublesome, and 
the seed bearing roots, weakened by re¬ 
peated cutting of the stalk, are less 
numerous, and we believo these seed 
stalks will in time entirely disappear.
